COLONEL BRICE AND THE CAMPAIGN 


fie Has Encouraging Keports From Ali the 
Poubtfal States—Iilinois, Michigan

Wasnimoron, August 24.—[Special.]—The 
passage of Mr. Edmunds’ resolutions in the 
sonate to change the mecting hour from 11 to 
12 o'clock means that the senate is in no hurry 
how and has little work todo. It also means 
that the republican tariff bill is not to be com- 
pleted just yet, but that the hearings will con- 
tinue. 

It bas also become perfectly apparent, since 
the discovery was made that there will be 
practically no surplus this year, that no tariff 
pill will be passed by the senate at this ses- 
sion. The members of the finance committee 
who are working on the bill know that they 
will not pass it, and they do not intend to try. 
‘There ia every reason for believing that the 

ures showing the non-existence of the sur- 
plus were prepared, and their publication 
secured, by Senator Allison, and that he points 
to their showing as a very good reason. 

WHY NO TARIFF BILL IS NECESSARY. 
But, while the finance committee$has decided 
to pass no bill, it has also decided to keep right 
along hard at work and run the session and 
the tariff hearings into October and, perhaps, 
November. These senators are playing a 
threwd game of politics, and they say that 
they are well satisfied with the results that are 
being accomplished. 


The plan of the republican senators is to 


keep on taking testimony, listening to regrets 
of manufacturers and getting up a bill that 
meets with their views and aliow the elections 
to come on with the bill still under considera- 
tion. It may be reported to the senate before 
Wovember, but if it is, it will only be for the 
purpose of allowing a series of speeches to be 
wade.

COLONEL BRICE AND THE CAMPAIGN. 

Chairman Brice went back to New York 
éarly this morning after a pleasant interview 
with the president at the white house. 

The most cordial understanding exists be- 
tween them, and the president is perfectly 
gatistied with the manner in which Mr. Brice 
is doing the work of the campaign, He feels 
satisfied that the committee is splendidly 
‘organized and is working in the most efficient 


manner. 


Colonel Brice gave the president the most 
encouraging reports from New York, New 
Jersey, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Cali- 
fornia. He considers Indiana safe for Cleve- 
Jand from the present indications and thinks 
Lilinois is likely to swing over to him under 
the pulse of the tariff reform movement. The 
only danger is that Indiana will be plastered 
with republican money before the election, as 
it was in 1880, The money is not pouring 
yery fast into the republican coffers, 
and the democrats seem to be fully as well 


‘gupplied as their opponents. They are send- 


ing out documents and speakers wherever 
they are called for. Colonel Brice endeavors 
to maintain the best relations with the state 
cominittees by leaving them to decide for 
themselves whether they will take charge of 
the speakers sent out or leave them entirely 
wncerthe contro] of the national committee.

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THE WIFE AND STEPSON 


Suspected of the Murder of the Miserly Hus- 
band and Stepfather. 

BremMIncHam, Ala., August 24.—[Special.J— 
A mysterious and sensational crime has just 
been unearthed in Lamar county, near the 
Mississippi state ling, From the meagre par- 
ticulars received tonight the affair seems to be 
about as follows: 

Some time last winter Owen Savage, a 
wealthy farmer, mysteriously disappeared, and 
nothing was heard of him until'a few days ago, 
whena skeleton was found in acaye a few 
miles from the Savage residence, and was 
identified as that of the missing man. The @e- 
tective, who found the skeleton, 
claims to have secured enough 
evidence to convict Mrs. ,pavage 
and her son by a former marriage, Frank 
Owens, of the crime, and Mrs. Savage and 
Owens fled before warrants could be secured 
for their arrest. 

The motive for the crime and the cause of 
its discovery are as follows: Eight or nine 
years ago Savage married a Mrs. Owens, who 
iad one son, then a jad of tifteen. No children 
were born of the marriage, and it is said Sav- 
age and his wife lived unhappily together, as 
he was an ill-tempered miser, over fifty years 
ofage. He owned a large amount of property 
ann considerable cash, which he always kept 
in the house, having no faith in banks. When 
Savage disappeared his wife and _ step- 
Son made a great hue and cry over 
it, and, in addition to advertising 
for him extensively, employed detectives to 
hunt forhim. A few weeks after his. disap- 
pearance, Mrs. Savage and her son attempted 
to take possession of the property, when it 
was discovered that the old man had left 
awill made four years ago, leaving all his 
property to two nephews who lived near Los 
Angeles, California. The nephews were noti- 
fied and returned totake possession of their 
property, Only to find that they would have to 
prove that Savage was dead before they could 
touch it. They eugageda detective to learn 
the fate of their uncle, and he worked the case 
up with the result stated above. 

The nature of the detective’s evidence has 
not been learned, but it is said Mrs. Savage 
and her son became alarmed several days ago 
and left the state, after securing all the dead 
man’s money, which is said to have amounted 
to seventeen thousand doWars.

REPUBLICANS ARE DISCONCERTED. 

They question the president’s sincerity, and 
speak of his action asa political move. They 
generally assert that he has all the power neces- 
sary, if he is in earnest, and that this is merely 
an excuse to delay action upon the resolution 
authorizing retaliation. Here is what some of 
the members have to say of the message: 

SOME CONGRESSMEN TALK. 

Representative Hooker, democratic member 
of the committee on foreign affairs which will 
deal initially with the message and the Wilson 
bill to give effect to the president’s views, 
said: “I think it is a very able exposition of 
our right under the treaty of 1818, and presents 
a very strong reason for investing the president 
with the power to retaliate against Canadian 
importers and exporters. It was unfortunate 
that the senate, when it found that it could 
not agree to the original treaty, did not propose 
amendments which might have been sub- 
mitted to the government of Great Britain, 
and thus have settled by negotiation the con- 
trovers¢? between the two countries.”’ 

Representative Payson, of Illinois, said: 
‘Without committing myself toit, I think that 
the president has sutiicient power under the 
existing law to express the sentiments of the 
people, and not only compel recognition of our 
rights, but secure an equitable adjustment of 
the trouble. There is more politics than ne- 
cessity in the message. It would be a very 
excellent plan for the president to put his best 
foot forward with the idea of showing his in- 
tentions, and if that is found ineffectual, then. 
he might ask comaroes for additicnal power.” 

lieprésentative Crisp, of Georgia, said: ‘I 
think the message is a decidedly proper thing 
to do under the circumstances. The president 
waives his own opinion on the subject of the 
treaty and accepts the decision of the senate 
as final as to the propriety of making a treaty; 
but atthe sametime he resorts tothe next 
best thing and asks congress to allow him to 
adopt retaliatory measures. The country will 
accept the message as.an earnest of his desire 
to protect the rights of American citizens.”’ 

Representative Adams, of Lllinois, (repub- 
lican) said: ‘If he wants the power he asks, 
he shall have it so far as my vote goes. I am 
doubtful about executing the law, however.’’ 

Representative Bayne, of Pennsylvania, 
said: “It is a remarkable document. In the 
first place, the president sent a treaty to the 
senate which confessedly now conceded away 
our rights. After its rejeciion he sends a 
message insisting upon having more power to 
carry ont vigorous retaliatory measures in 
the very teeth of abundant legislation to war- 
rant any needful step. There is nothing in it 
but a scheme to recoup some of his lost poiiti- 
cal influence, and I predict that he will do the 
same on the subject of the tariff.’’ 

Representative Sayers, of Texas, who has 
charge of the house fortification bill, said of 
the message: “It’s all right. We will take 
care of the fortifications.”’ 

Ropresentative Foran believed that the 
message would be well received by the coun- 
try. Saidhe: ‘It,sa good documeut and to 
my mind places the New England senators ina 
bad hole. They did not want free fish, but they 
do not want their Canadian trade cut up and 
their ports closed to that paying traffic.”’ 

tepresentative Dunn, chairman of the com- 
mitt e onmerchant marine and fisheries, said: 
“Teisan able, timely and patriotic action. 
T:@ president had tried to preserve and main- 
tain vhe rights of citizens b eaceful means. 
The senate having rejected the treatry with- 
out suggesting a substitute, the president 
adopted the only pgtriotic course open to 
him and it will meet with general approval.’’ 

Representative Wilson, of Minnesota, who 
introduced the bill to give effect to the presi- 
dent’s suggestion, says: “Llike the message. 
I think the people of the country will favor 
retaliation in a way that will have the effect 
desired, if they favor _retaliation atall. The 
old fable throwing grass and stones will show 
what I mean.

Mr. Hale characterized the president’s mes- 
Sage as a desperate expedient to recover lost 
ground, and a confession thatthe attitude 
taken by him and his administration, as to the 
treaty, was an attitude that had no accent or 
force in it. 

Mr. Sherman confessed that the message of 
the president gave him more pleasure than he 
usually derived from messages coming from 
that high authority; but he thought, as Mr.

Because the message did 
assert the rights of American 
citizens, the principal point made by the 
president had been whether the 29th article 
of the treaty had been abrogated by the notice 
given in 1883, and by the subsequent action of 
congress. The president’s argument on that 
point appeared plausible; but it seemed that 
the conference committee on the retaliation 
bill had taken a different view. But, whether 
that article was abrogated or not, the

of the president was a_ sign that 
he was willing to stand with the senate in the 
position taken by it. Mr. Sherman proceeded 
to speak of the {discriminating tolls on the 
Canadian canals, and said that they ought not 
to be submitted to. Reciprocated right ought 
to be insisted upon. The matter of sending 
goods through Canada to Portland was a mat- 
ter of importance, and beneficial to the people 
of both countries; and, if conducted fairly and 
properly there could benocomplaint about it.

A Foreign Howl. 


- Lonpon, August 24.—The St. James Ga- 
zette, commenting on President Cleveland’s 
message to congress, Says: 

The position is awkward and unpleasant for both 
countries, The retaliation threatened is so illogical 
and unreasonable thatit is diflicnit to understand 
its precise cause ‘and meaning. Two plausible ex- 
planations occurred. It may have been intended 
to influence votes or merely to bluff Canada into 
gratiting American demands. There is no doubt 
thatthe matteris a serious one for Canada. Not 
merely local affairs are concerned, but imperial in- 
terests are alsoinvolyed. England must and will 
supply the proper safeguards tor her Canadian in-« 
terests. Wemust await the next step. It is difi- 
cult to suppose thatthe matter will be allowed to 
end otherwise than in a perfectly friendly manner. 

The Globe says that President Cleveland 
makes a strong case against Can- 
ada, and surmises that Canada _ will 
doubtless be able to show an equally good 
case. If the Canadians had rejected the 
treaty, it says, it would be easy to understand 
why Cleveland should ask for retaliation. But 
it can’t understand why Cleveland, generally a 
just man, should punish the Canadians for an 
act of the American senate. It asks if Cleve- 
land has attempted a bid for the Irish vote. 

The Pall Mall Gazette suspends opinion up- 
on the real significance of the Cleveland mes- 
sage, but says it looks ugly. 

The Star (T. P. O’Connor’s paper) says it 
has no fearof war overthe matter, but is of 
the opinion that serious friction is liable to 
occur. 

The Times, commenting on the message, 
says: 

Nothing that party leaders may doonthe event 
ofa presidental election ought to astonish us. Miid 
curiosity is rather the attitude ,in whichthe mes- 
sage should be received here and in Canada. Pres!- 
dent Cleveland has dished the republicans by a 
masterly movement and;may fairly be congratulated 
upon his adrotness, With both artics 
apxious to twist the lion’s tail, no 
doubt the bill will be passed.

Panic in Philadelphla—The Explosion at 
Menosho and Burial of the Dead. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 24.—A large 
four-story cotton mill, owned by Sellers Hoff- 
man, located at Burmont, Delaware county, 
this state, was totally burned this afternoon. 
Flames broke out in the third story and were 
started by an overheated cylinder box inthe 
mule room. About three hundred persons 
were at work in the millat the timeanda 
panic ensued among the the female employes, 
many of whom were thrown down and trampled 
upon in their efforts to escape. The flames 
spread with lightning-like rapidity. There 
are no fire engines within six miles of Bur- 
mont, and nothing could be done to save the 
property. A two-story building used as a stock 
room and stable and a four-story storehouse 
were also destroyed. The total loss in build- 
ings, machinery and stock is placed at $200,- 
000, on which there is an insurance of $60,000.

The movement in 
foreign exchange may be significant, but the present 
state of ness is clearly encouraging, 
larger in volume than a_ year 
and growing more confident in fone. The 
extensive crop reporis within the past week 
strengthen the belief that the corn crop will be 
large, the oat crop large, the yield of wheat not be- 
low recent estimates, and the yield of cotton better 
than the trade hasexpected. The injury to cora 

roves really serious in some quarters, particularly 

n southern Kansas, but overa greater part of the 
corn growing area the promise is remarkably good 
and the chances of se:i>us injury by frost lesen 
with every week that passes without harm. Oats 
have been seriously damaged also in some quarters 
and yet the aggregate yield is likely to 
prove the largest on record. Texas reports ample 
rain and a good reason to hope that the cotton yield 
may be from 1,500,C00 to 1,700,000 bales, agains§ 
1,300,000 last year. From neariy all points report- 
ing, the improved outiook for farm products is ne- 
ticed as a reason fora revival in trade. The fron 
trade does not brighten, as was expected, though 
prices are a little stronger. At Pittsburg aboutt 
entire output of Bessemer ore has been sold at 
Cleveland, and in the castern markets the pressure 
to sell southern irons has lessened.

ATHENS NOT ALARMED. 


The Rumor That the Macon and Covington 
Will Not Come to Athens. 

Atugns, Ga., August 24.—[Special.}—Much 
unnecessary and unwarranted excitement and 
sensation have been provoked about the 
failure of our city to comply with its contract 
to grant the Macon and Covington railroad the 
right of way through its limits. If rightly un- 
derstood by them, the provokers of 
these newspaper sensations would find 
very much to palliate the action of 
the board of councilmen making the contract. 

Enthusiasm and zeal for the well being of the 
city were dominant at the time of the council’s 
contract, and should serve a goodly mitigation 
of absence of want of proper consideration of 
the legality of the action. Mr. Reaves, at the 
time mayor, in his propésition to subscribe 
liberally to redeem by private contribution the 
seeming obligation of the city, is a commenda- 
ble examplar of what he believes our people 
will do. 

. As te the condact of the present council, it 
has certainly conceded everything asked by 
the company, namely, the right to cross cer- 
tain streets- This privilege was most cheer- 
fully granted. To sure, no blame can at- 
tach to the present city authorities, as they 
are acting in strict obedience to the city attor- 
ney’s interpretation of the law. The councif 
making the contract may have committed a 
violation of the law, but it is but justice to it 
to say it was done in good faith, each member 
feeling that he was acting for the best inter- 
ests of the city, and unconscious of the wrong 
investing his conduct. We concede that ig- 
norance of law is no exeuse for its violation, 
but in this instance it seems that an henorable 

ublic could grant at least the charity of si- 
ence until some satisfactory adjustment of the 
matter is reached. Athens will do herself no 
violence in the settlement of the difliculty, 
and will sustain her high prestige for integ- 
rity and honesty and justice in both its indi- 
vidual and corporate capacity. While the

The general health of the 
town has never been better. The greatest 
misfortune that Dahlonega has is that there is 
no railroad here, and the visitors have to take 
passage in private conveyances from other 
towns to reach here. But for that ride through 
the country there would be no place in Geor- 
gia that could equal Dahlonega as a summer 
resort. Picturesque mountain views, the gold 
mines, clear, cold freestone springs, a multi- 
tude of mineral springs possessing medicinal 
qualities, and the fresh mountain breezes 
would combine to make this a yery popular 
resort. 

Dahlonega is 2,237 feet above the level of the 
sea, being 1,016 feet above Gaiuesville, and 
1,178 feet above Atlanta. 


Gold Mining in Lumpkin County. 

DAHLONEGA, Ga., August 24.—[Special.]— 
As slight evidence of the productiveness of the 
mines here it may be stated that one mercan- 
tile house in Dahlonega has shipped to the 
mint in the last thrge years $125,000 worth of 
vold, Four-tifths of this was takenin in the 
way of trade. This does not represent the 
yield of the mines worked by the large compa- 
nies who have commissaries of their own, but 
is what this firm has secured in the way of 
trade from the small miners who wash for 
gold on the branches and streams ‘‘on their 
own hook.’’ There area dozen other stores 
here that get their share of this trade, the 
= only representing what one firm has

RAILROAD NOTES. 


Another Railroad: Possibility for 
Atlanta. 


The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus and 
Its Proposed Extensions—A Dull Day 
With the Railroads. 


Will it come to Atlanta? 

The Chattanooga, Kome and Columbus, 
recently completed to Carrollton, and now ope- 
rating a first-class train service to that point, 
is said to have Atlanta on the list. 

This information comes in the shape of a 
rumor, of course, but a study of the map and a 
knowledge of the railroad situation, puts it 
beyond the region of doubt that an extension 
to Atlanta will be made. 

A prominent official of the road was in A 
lanta a few days ago, and in conversation with 
a friend, also a railroad man, said: 

“The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus is 
contemplating extensions that will make ita 
fan-shaped system, and an- important one, 
too.’’ < 

When asked to outline the plans of the road 
he continued : 

“One of the possibilities of the road is an air 
line from our present terminus at Carrollton to 
Atlanta. Then the branches to Columbus and 
Montgomery are to be built,and when all these 
are completed it will be, as 1 said before, a 
four shaped systém.”’ 

The principal grounds for believing that this 
statement briefly covered the future plan of 
the road, lies in the fact that the Queen and 
Crescent system isin strong alliance with the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus. In -fact, 
it is stated that this extensive systemis the 
power behind the throne, or perhaps, is power 
and throne combined. This is 
based on the rumors that have been circulat- 
ing in railroad circles ever sincethe road was 
opened, and it is generally agreed that the al- 
liance means a good deal for the road. 

fihis is a correct interpretation of the ap- 
pearance of things, itis certain that the road 
will be extended from Carroliton to Atlanta, 
a distance of about forty miles. 

This would ; ractically put another great sys- 
tem in competition here, and if consummated 
Atlanta could afford to celebrate the event 
with a barbecue aud brass bands. 

Let the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
come right slong, for, barring the complaints 
about switching across the principal streets, 
Atianta has room for all the railroads that 
want to build this way. 

A Day For Diversion.

TINHESE COMPANIES HAVE BEEN FORMED 

for the purpose of utilizing the deep water and 

land onthe south side of the main channel of 
Brunswick Harbor. 

They own all the main land on the south side of 
the Harbor east of Fanev Bluff Creek. Their bigh 
lands consists of about 4,000 acres, all immediately 
available for building purposes, with a deep water 
front exceeding a mile in extent, the depth at low 
tide on their deck frontage being nowhere less than 
°1 feet. This depth at low water is 5 feet more 
than at the outer bar, and is ten feet more than at 
the present city front, where the depth at low tide 
is only 11 feet as shown by the latest United States 
government survey charts, 

The rise of the tide in Brunswick harbor is 7% 
feet therefore a vessel drawing 234 feet can pass the 
bar at high water, and can float alongside the south 
Brunswick wharves at low water. 

The high level ot the land in South Brunswick 

and the absence of the wet palmetto swamps, which 
are characteristic ofthe north side of the river, 
make it the most healthy point int the harbor. Its 
facilities for drainage are perfect. The little Satilla 
river skirts the south side of the property, empty- 
ing into St. Andrews Sound, between Jekyl and 
Cumberland Islands, giving an outlet for drainage 
on a tidal water discharging into the ocean at a 
point ten miles from the harbor. ‘The importance 
or keeping the watersof a southern harbour free 
trom contamination cannot be overestimated. 
+ The deep water on this property is 10 miles nearer 
Waynesville on the Brunswick and Western rai.road 
than the docks at present in use at Brunswick city, 
and all the intervening country consists of gool 
farmsng lands, 

A railroad to connect the property with the 
Brunswick and Western railroad at Waynesville is 
in course of construction. Large wharves and 
warehouses, together with every modern improve 
ment to faetlitate trafic at South Brunswick, will 
be built atonce. 

Negotiations are pending for the establishment of 
regular lines ofsteamers from New York, and be- 
tween Liverpooi and South Brunswick, with occa- 
sional service from Mediterranean ports. Itis hbe- 
lieved that eventually Brunswick will attract a 
large portion of the Mediterranean trade, because 
in the winter months steamers coming through the 
Straits of Gibraltar to Brunswick, can avoid the 
northern storm belt. which fact must influence the 
European immigrant traffic, 

Vhen the Alabama-Midland railroad, which is to 
connect the coal and iron fields of Aiabama with 
Bra‘nbridge, is completed, Brunswick will become 
the most important coaling station south of Nor- 
toik, 

The Brunswick Harbor and Land Company pos-

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The President to Congress. 

The message of President Cleveland, deal- 
ing with the relations between the United 
States and Canada in regard to the fisheries 
dispute, is by far the most’important state 
paper that has emanated from the white 
kouse since the war. 

It is a document that recallg the days of 
Jackson, and gives to the petty partisanship 
of the republican senate the conspicious- 
ness of utter insignificance. In dealing 
with the probable and necessary results of 
the failure of the republican senate to ratify 
the treaty, the president lifts the whole sub; 
ject out of the atmosphere of party poli- 
ties and places it on a plane of statesman- 
ship that no republican president save one 
has ever reached. 

‘For the first time in many long years we 
have a public document into which the 
breath of American patriotism has been 
breathed by a sincere and courageous man. 
Here we have for the first time in many 
long years a proclamation from the white 
house that the rights, interests and privi- 
leges of the United States are to be fully 
protected. Naturally, such a ringing proc- 
lamation could only issue from the pen of a 
democratic president—a president grounded 
in the principles that animated Jefferson 
and Jackson. 

President Cleveland does not dwell on the 
fact that the fisheries treaty negotiated under 
the auspices of his administration was re- 
jected by the republican senate for purcly 
partisan reasons. Ie simply treats the re- 
jection as a fact—a fact that may be de- 
plored, but, nevertheless, a fact to be dealt 
with promptly and practically. 

The rejection of the treaty by the senate 
leaves the whole matter where it was before 
the recent negotiations were begun. The 
responsibility for this, in a political sense, 
resis with the republican party of course, 
but the president, ignoring this feature, ac- 
cepts the result as an American responsi- 
bility, and deals with the matter from the 
standpoint of a patriotic American. 

Even Senator Edmunds, who, however 
dull as a statesman, is a very shrewd par- 
tisan, pays a passiug tribute tothe genuine 
_ American spirit displayed in the président’s 

message. ‘True, however, to his pettifogging 
nature, he attemps to belittle its importance 
by calling attention to the law already on 
the statute books. Asa matter of fact, this 
law, which was passed for purposes of re- 
taliation, fails to cover the ground, and it is 
this fact that has called forth the presi- 
dent’s message—a document that will ap- 
peal tothe American spirit that has lain 
dormant forso many years. 

The message clears the atmosphere. It 
strikes tlie real keynote of democracy. Be- 
side it, how insignificant appears the pid- 
dling diplomacy of such a man as Blaine! 
Beside it, how insignificant and contempti- 
ble becomes the republican policy which has 
for its purpose the persecution and humilia- 
tion of the citizens of a large section of the 
United States! The message marks a new 
era in the progress of democracy, and if 
any of our readers have failed to take note 
of it, they cannot do better than to refer to 
yesterday’s CONSTITUTION. It is whole- 
some; it is refreshing. It demonstrates the 
fact that the democratic people of this 
country have selected a statesman to execute 
their will.

In general, the Globe-Democrat is accu- 
rately informed as to the situation. It is in 
error, however, in the statement that the 
above distinguished democrats “‘will vote 
with their party this year in favor of any 
free trade measure which it presents.’’ 
They will vote for no free trade measure, 
because no free trade measure will be pre- 
sented, The republican press is making 
strenuous endeavors to have it appear that 
the contest is one between free trade and 
protection.

Zola and the Press. 

M. Zola has more than once been roughly 
handled by the Paris press. Some of his 
realistic novels have been so coarse and of 
such a thoroughly demoralizing tendency 
that the French newspapers have not hesi- 
tated to denounce them in severe terms. 

But the apostle of realism seems deter- 
mined to return good for evil. Ina recent 
interview he defended the press against the 


life consisted of earnest work. He admitted 
that there was an overstrained eagerness to 
get news, and that this deprived journalism 
of solidity and judgment and led to a hasty 
and shallow appreciation of men and affairs. 
He thought, however, that much solid work

he learned much that was of interest in the 
career of one of the most iliustrious lawyers 
of his day. 

Undoubtedly it is hard to collect the ma- 
terial for southern histories, and it is true 
that such books are not generally read. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that most 
of our southern historical writers have failed 
to invest their themes with the attractive 
graces of a popular style. As a rule, they 
have been scholarly writers of old-fashioned 
tastes, and their models in their line of com- 
position have been two sueh extremes as 
Hume and Gibbon. Now, it is impossible 
‘to strike the readers of today with such dry 
and ponderous stuff. What Green has done 
for England in his “‘History of the English 
People,” and what John Bach McMaster is 
now doing for this country in his ‘“‘History 
of the People of the United States,’’ will 
have to be done for the south before there 
will be any widespread demand for southern 
histories, 

The historian who lives entirely in the 
past and clothes his thoughts in the anti- 
quated style of his grandfather’s day cannot 


tion. He must live with his contemporaries, 
sympathize with them and adopt the newest 
fashions in the use of words. 

Some of our historians and political 
writers have made the mistake of adhering 
to the ponderous sentences and Latinized 
jargon now contemptuously called ‘‘John- 
sonese,’’ instead of expressing themselves in 
the crisp and clear newspapery style which 
is now in vogue everywhere. Until they 
revolutionize their literary tastes and 
methods they need not expect to find any 
very great number of readers. Some future 
historian, who may now be a boy in a coun- 
try village, depending upon the newspapers 
for his education, will perhaps master the 
difficulties of the situation, and come to the 
front with a work that will make the story 
of the old and new south as readable as a 
novel. This is the main point—we must 
have stirring, graphic, readable histories if 
we would have them read by the people. - 


THE PHILADELPHIA PRESs says: It is learn 
ed that even prior to the published announce- 
mentof Mrs. Amelie Rives-Chanler’s new 
tragedy, ‘‘Herod and Mariamne,” Mr. T. C. 
De Leon, of Mobile, author of the successful 
burlesque of that lady’s “‘The Quick or the 
Dead,’’ received an offer from a great publish- 
ing firm to name his own terms for a burlesque 
of thenew tragedy. Mr. De Leon prompily 
declined. He yesterday told a Press reporter 
that he had written to Miss Rives, as soon as 
the hit of “The Rock or the Rye” was pro- 
nounced that he would never parody another’ 
work from her pen, There was equal common 
sense and courtesy in this decision. - As light- 
ning never strikes twice in the same place, it is 
beyond probability that another such success 
could follow the travesty of the same author.

[Ap- 
plause.}| You will tomorrow have the op- 
portunity of exercising your rights as freemen, 
for which you successfully fought, contending 
against a deep laid movement which woulc 
have the great democracy of this county shut 
up inthe narrow coufines of two buildings, 
there to swelterand sweat until it was fortu- 
nate enough to get out. You resented the 
stroke of the lash which would drive you in

his attitude reminded him of thestrides which 
a Chinaman makes toward civilization. The 
judge attended a state prohibition convention 
here which met the day before the May demo- 
cratic state convention. He advocated the 
running of men for the legislatare pledged to 
vote for a statutory prohibition law, on which 
The judge soon 
saw that he had made a terrible mistake and 
he began to modify his position after several 
prohibition counties had ;declared against 
it. Didn't mean what he said. 
Oh, no; switched entirely around 
and changed his position on the 
statutory law. Did you ever see a Chinaman 
try to become civilized after our fashion? 
Takes off his wooden shoes and big breeches 
and rubber-coated blouse, and puts on Ameri- 
can dress. But there’s one thing he never 
changes, and that’s his pigtail. Its against his 
religion to do it, and he won’t doit. But he 
hides it under an American hat, and says he’s 
civilized. That’s what the judge has done. 
He took off his prohibition convention clothes 
aud disowned them, and said he was dressed 
like you. But, if he gets to the senate, when 
he takes off his hat, his statutory law pigtail 
will drop out. [Laughter and applauss,} Its 
against his belief to cut it off. 

Mr. Howell continued, urging a full turnout 
and deprecating the bringing of. prohibition 
into politics. He spoke of Mr. Rice’s services 
in getting the capitol building appropriation, 
and said that the same amount of work in the 
next senate would guarantee the extension of 
the Marietta and North Georgia road to At- 
janta.
